There are distinctions, how- 
ever, and cases arise where so- 
called “squeeze” becomes out- 
right fraud, meriting severe 
punishment. In this category 
can be placed the latest “racket” 
which apparently is being prac- 
tised by some firewood dealers. 

When firewood, one of the 
essential commodities of the 
average Chinese in his daily life, 
recently touched a new local 
high record in price, Govern- 
ment rightfully decided to'do its’ 
best to protect: the tens of thou- 


J sands of impoverished Chinese 


by fixing the- price; the order 
went out, 40 cattics per $1, 
which in itself was high enough 
and allowed the retailers a fair 
margin of profit. But this, ap- 
parently did not suit the dealers, 
and several started = casting 
around for ways and means: of 
getting in .that little bit of 
“squeeze”. One method accord- 
ing to reliable information, has 
been to soak the firewood in 
water, -which naturally has the 
effect ‘of’ adding considerable 
weight to the wood, to the loss 
of the customer and the rich gain 
of the denler. This is fraud and 
should be: treated as such by the 
authorities. Clearly it is not 
suMcient to impose fines of $26 
in such cases. The dealer's pro- 
fit from his fraud for one day 
alone would more than cover that 
amount. Punishment to fit the 
crime—and this is 2 crime—can 
be the only way of stamping out 
such a beastly racket. Hither 
the fine must be so big that it 
hurts the offender, or he should, 
be sent to prison. - . 

The victims too, should be. en- 
couraged to play their part In bring- 
ing these rascals to book, European 
houscholders,. ‘for. example, should 
invite’. thelr " ‘servants * to - reven} 
atralghtaway - when. they. are - yic-. 
timised;.and , the. matter should .be_

How are we going to set about 
it?

“Threat to Democracy” 

The most: striking flaw in 
American democracy is its treat- 
ment of Negrocs, Edwin R. 
Embree, president of the Julius 
Rosenwald Fund of Chicago, 
declared recently in an address 
to the Yale Graduate ‘Sociology 
Club. . 


“Our attitude toward this race 
‘isa threat to the whole theory 
and practice of democracy,” te 
declared. “So long as we de- 
grade one sezment of the people, 
we set a pattern. of caste and 
discrimination that may. easily 
be transferred to.other groups.” 
To prove the progress of the 
Negro, he cited the following statis- 
ties: Uteracy has jumped from five 
per cent at the time of emancipation 
to 85 per cent to-day; the death rate 
hag dropped from 32 per 1000 in 1890 
to 15 per 1000 to-day; cconomtc status 
has climbed until 700,000 Negrocs now 
own thelr own homes and 150,000 own 
their own farms, 

“They are stil) far from making 
their {ull contribution to American 
culture ond = prosperity," he said. 
“We must go much further In 
equalising opportunities."

CENSUS. TO 
BE TAKEN 


Task For Wardens 
This Week 


As already announced, a census of 
the Colony’s population will be 
undertaken on the evenings of Thurs. 
day ond Friday by the Hongkong 
Corps of Alr RaJd Wardens, under 
instructions from the. Government. 

At present, there is only an‘ ap- 
proximate idea of the population of 
the Colony, and it is of great import+ 
ance to know tho numbers and dis- 
tribution of people who may have to 
be fed and sheltered in time of emer- 
gency. : 

The Hongkong Corps of Air Ral 
Wardens. have been instructed by 
Government to compile a statenient 
of the number of people at present in 
the Colony, thelr nationality and thelr 
ages, that is, One to nine years, ten to 
sixty years, and over sixty years. 

In. order to ensure that as‘far as 
possible no individual is counted 
twiee, it has been decided, on the 
nights of- Thursday and Friday, to 
confine the census count In each 
house, etc, to those. persons who 
normally sleep in that house. All 
other persons who may by chance be 
in the house aot the tlme of the 
census, but who do not sltep there, 
should not be included. 

In case some may suspect an 
ulterior motive lurking behind the 
census, they can be reassured that It 
is-nothing more than an effort to 
arrive as closely os possible at the 
number of persons actually living In 
the Colony. : : 

It is learned that 3,500 Wardens 
witl take part In the census, which 
will include strect-sleepers. es

“Squeeze” in the Far Fast, 
having been tacitly legitimatised 
by tradition, the gentle art of 
defrauding people has become a 
uotorious feature of life in 
Hongkong. The insidious habit 
of “squeeze” has found expres- 
sion in’ all forms of business 
transactions, from the house

When firewood, one of the 
eksential commodities of the 
average Chinese in his daily life, 
recently touched a’ new ‘local 
high record in price, Govern- 
ment rightfully decided to do its 
best to protect the tens of thou- 
sands of impoverished Chinese 
by fixing the price; the order 
went out, 40 catties per. $1, 
which in itself was high enough 
and allowed the retailers a fair 
margin of profit. But this, ap- 
parently did not suit the dealers, 
and several started. casting 
around for ways’ and means of 
getting in that little bit of 
“squeeze”, . One method aecord- 
ing to reliable information, has 
been to sonk the firewood ‘in 
water, which naturally has. the 

leffect. of 
weight to the wood, to the loss 
of the customer and the rich gain 
of the dealer. This is fraud and 
should be treated as such by the 
authorities. Clearly it is not 
sufficient to impose fines of $26 
in-such cases, The dealer's pro- 
fit from his fraud for one ‘day 
alone would more,than cover that 
amount. Punishment to fit the 
crlme—and this is a crime—can 
I be the only way of stamping out 
such a beastly. racket. Either 
the fine must be so big that it 
hurts the offender, or he should 
be sent to prison.

Mr Pudney further reported that 
deposits for entry to the Colony were 
recelved by various officers. of — the 
department, -but -he had not been 
notified us to which officers were 
authorised to do so and what amount 
of security these officers had furnish- 
cu. 

He gathered from the Immigration 
OMcer that it was derogatory to his 
officers to ask them to put up 
security, 

Some deposits were accepted in 
currency other than Hongkont cur- 
rency, for which he knew of no 
authority. Some ‘moncy = received, 
instead of being pald in to the Treu- 
sury, were kept in the Immizration 
Oflce and repayments made from 
this, which practice was contrary .to 
Colonial Regulations, 

In the opinion of the Accountant- 
General, the diMculties confronting 
the Immigration Officer were the 
same os those which might be met 
with in any new department, but It 
was his opinion that with a Ilttle 
foresight they would have disoppear- 
ed, ‘The situation was aggravated by 
the failure of the Immigration Oficer 
to take ndvantage of the | financially 
tralned staff at his disposal, : 

The report also mentioned that the 
sta engaged for the senlor posts 
was unsuitable. 

No Records P 

Tn a later minute to the Financial 
Seeretary,’ the Accountant-General 
reported that the system for checking 
the {ssue of permits as he hnd re- 
commended was only followed up to 
‘tho first senior officer, after which 
stage there was no record whatever.

The daily collectlons up to 4 p.m.

Chairman’s Questions
